to the AEBICRVIQnKaorandtlS submitted by SH/l/WB, He stated that 
bothT^ would be more advisable 

to eoS^ider using a REDSKIN mission to aocoiplish the objectives 
of Project AEBIQHIO^ since the possibility of obtaining approval 
for a REDSOX mission into the Ukrainian SSR was quite negati-ve. 


2. It was agreed that AECASSOnARI-2 should be approadied with 
the idea of attempting to make initial contact with the undergroimd 
elements whidi might remain in the Ukrainian SSR throu^ a REDSKIN* 
typo operation, jeather -Uian a, ro?T«qi type, as was previously out- 
lined to him bj(^. ^andc. '^n 22 Septeaibor 1957. This 

would not mean that the REDSOX operaUon would be completely shelved 
but merely pos'^ned until further notice. It was also agreed that 
AEGASSORAHI-2 should be instructed to provide us with the names of 
suitable REDSKIN candidates idio could be given training and briefing 
on the people to contact. 

3« 4. i>riefly outlined the AECUPBQARD program and stated 

that it w^ orgafll^sed primarily to supposrt clandestine operations 
by establishing and maintaining a commuxiieation and supply channel 
using overt nails to the Ukrainian SSR. He also stated that Idiis 
program had been utilized in an attempt to locate one of our former 
agents, AECARTHAGS!*12, but that the attesq>t was unsuccessful. 

U. ^ jinquired whether it would be possible for the 

REDSKIN agent to^Uontaot someone in the cities of Lviv or Uzhgorod 
(the only areas open to legal tourist travel).^ "^tated 

that possibly some contact mi^t be establishe^n Lviv or its 
environs but not in Uzhgorod. The suggestion of having tihe REDSKIN 
agent make a cache in one of the cities was ruled out on the grounds 
of the security hazard Involved. 

^outlined his conception of Project AEBIQNIG as a 
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two-part aiaultaneoas KBDSKIN operation in Poland and HBDSQX operation 
in the Ukrainian SSR. The BEDSKDi agent in Poland would provide 
logistical si^ort and docmssntation for the REDSOZ part 7 in order 
to aid them in their mission. Re also stated that ABCASSORAIiI-2 
had infozeied him that he had two Ukrainians from Atistralia idio were 
available as potential REDSOZ agents. 

6. The meeting was adjourned with the understanding that con- 
tact would be made with iEGASSOVARI-2, AECASSOHARI-3, AECASSCnABZ-U, 
and AEGASSGIfAHI-l5 at 1300 hours on 23 October 1957 to discuss the 
aboveHBsntloned natters. 
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
